The fire broke out in an en- 
gineering compartment, as the 
Saratoga was sailing toward 
Athens at the end of a patrol in 
the Eastern Mediterranean with 
‘the U.S. 6th Fleet. 


Rear-Admiral David  Mac- 
Doneld, ceenmander cf the vth 
Fleet's Carrier Task Force 60, 
whose flagship is the Saratoga, 
issued this statement after the 
ship's arrival at Athens under Sts 
own, power: 


“While cruising in the Ionian 
Sea today the aircraft carrier 
Saratoga experienced a ruptured 
ait line in mmchinery space, 
eesubting in a serious flre which 
was fought fear two hours be- 
fore being controlled. 


"It caused very heavy and 
dense smoke resulting in the 
asphyxiation of four olficers and 
three enlisted men, a total of 
seven fatalities, and other JIn- 
jurics of a less serfous nature,”
